Dinitz meets 
Kissinger in 
arms talks

WASHINGTON, — Secretary of De- 
fence James Schlesinger met with 
Israeli Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
on Friday to continue the secretary's 
discussions regarding U.S. armas 
shipments to Israel. The talks began 
earlier this month during the visit 
here of Israel's Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin. 

Yesterday's meeting waa the drat 
Mr. Schlesinger had with an Israeli 
official since reviewing the military 
situation with Mr. Rabin, and was 
designed to begin implementation 
of the specific agreements which 
the Prime Minister had apparently 
achieved, 

A spokesman for the Israel Him- 
bassy merely said that the meeting 
lasted an hour and a half and con- 
cerned arms supplies to Israel. He 
declined to release any other details. 

Informed sources said that the 
meeting was conducted in a "very 
friendly atmosphere" and that Mr. 
Schlesinger had shown “friendly 
understanding” of Israel's needs. 

In addition to discussing arms 
supplies, Mr. Dinitz also presented 
his Government's assessment of the 
current political situation in the 
Middle Bast.

The army has asked the Defence 
Minjster to change the law to permit 
it to give the Yom Kippur War 
ribbon to deserving civilian em- 
ployees, the army spokesman an- 
nounced last week. 

The spokesman said the army's 
elvilian employees were no longer 
eligible for the ribbon, due to a law 
passed in 1970. This limita cam- 
paign decorations to soldiers in the 
regular army and those doing re- 
serve duty during the campaign in 
question. 

Noting that its civilian employees 
constitute an integral pert of the 
army, the spokesman said the De- 
fence Minister has been asked to 
have the law amended to enable him 
to be able to consult on this with a 
special committee. The committee 
would be empowered to decide which

Warning over 
plutonium in 


atomic bombs 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Two se- 
nators on Friday questioned whe- 
ther an Atomic Energy Commission 
proposal to permit the use of plu- 
tonium in nuclear power plants 
would increase risks that atomic 
bombs could be more easily ma- 
nufactured and fall into the hands 
of terrorist ips. 

In a letter to ADC. Chairman 
Dixy Lee Ray, Senators Walter F. 
Mondale and Philip A. Hart said, 
“It is now widely recognized that 
the design and manufacture of 8 
crude atomic bomb is not difficult 
technically and that the only ef- 
fective obstacle in making such a 
weapon ig the availability of plu- 
tontum Itself.” 

The senators said, ‘A Commission 
decision to authorize the commer- 
cial use of plutonium here and 
abroad would dramatically in- 
crease the risk that plutonium

WASHINGTON. — Surgeons 
Temoved American first lady 
Betty Ford's cancerous right 
breast yesterday, and President 
Ford said he had been assured 
that his wife “came 

the operation all right.” 


The first family was described 
as optimistic about the outcome. 


The President went by heli- 
copter in ἃ rainstorm to Bet- 
hesda Naval Hospital in sub- 
urban Maryland while the ope- 
ration was in progress. 

He saw Mrs. Ford as she 
came from the operation room, 
talked with the doctors, and 
then returned to Washington to 
the final session of his economic 
summit conference. 


“I just returned from the ‘hos- 
pital where I saw Betty as she 
ceme from the operating room,” 
Ford told delegates to the con- 
ference. 

“Dr. (Willam) Lukash hag 

me that she came 
through the operation all right.. 
it’s been ἃ difficult 36 hours,” 
Ford said. 

“Our faith will sustain us. 
Betty would expect me to be 
here.” 

Dr. Lukash, the White House 
physician, told reporters that 
Mrs. Ford, 56, withstood the 
‘operation very well and that he 
is optimistic that the “over-all 
prognosis will be excellent.” 

The President was given 8 
full report by Lukash on the 
operation, which required three 
hours and 10 minutes, and 
briefly visited with ‘his wife 
tmmediately after the surgery.

FBI probes threat 
on Kennedy child 


BOSTON. — Kidnap threats against 
one of the children of the Heaneey 
clan are being investigated by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
which, according to Kennedy family 
sources, bélieves it knows who 
plotted the kidnapping. 

But not even top law enforcement 
officials know which of the children 
was to be kidnapped. Consequently, 
the children of Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy and the late Senator Robert 
Kennedy were guamied by Secret 
Service agents for more than a 
week earlier this month.

Not at all. I have been asked, 
for instance, how I succeeded end- 
ing the sanctions of El Al main- 
tenance workers, whether I have 
promised them something, above or 
under the table, Of course, I did 
no such thing.
